‘Floundering’ in Vietnam 


Rep. Jeffery Cohelan (D-Calif.) 
has announced his strong support 
of the recommendations of the 
House Government. Operations 
Committee reports on the U.S. 
AID program in Vietnam. 

The committee’s- conclusions, 
which were endorsed by Cohelan, 
who is a member of the Foreign 
Operations Appropriations Sub- 
committee, stated that without 
more positive action by the South 
Vietnamese government ‘‘the 
prospects for success are mini- 
mal and the advisability of con- 
tinued U.S. involvement is ques- 
tionable and could lead to a re- 
assessment of the U.S. position,” 

The committee’s. reports fol- 
lowed a four-day fact-finding mis- 
sion to Vietnam on which Rep. 
Cohelan accompanied Subcommit- 
tee Chairman John E. Moss (D- 
Calif.) and three committee staff 
members, 

Cohelan and Moss conferred at 
length with Ambassadors Ells- 
worth Bunker and Robert Komer, 
General Creighton Abrams, and 
other officials, including provin- 
cial and regional representatives 
in Saigon, Ben Hoe, and Nha 
Trang. 

Both Congressmen were deeply 
concerned by the failure of the 
Vietnamese government to coop- 
erate fully with the U.S. AID 
mission and-by the continued re- 
luctance of U.S. officials to take 
amore firm stand in dealing with 
the South Vietnamese govern- 
ment, Congressman Cohelan 
characterized the Saigon govern- 
ment’s attitude in some cases as 


“selfish and. ungrateful’ and 
stated that the people of the 
United States deserved better 


consideration. 

Cohelan also alligned himself 
with Moss and Rep. Ogden Reid 
(R-N.Y.) in their statement trans- 
mitting the reports to Secretary 
of State Rusk. They noted their 
deep concern ‘‘about the lack of 
meaningful progress and reform

Reagan Signs 
Petris Bill 


The office of Senator Nitholas 
C. Petris has announced that 
Governor Reagan has signed SB 
1294, authored by Petris (D.-Ala, 
Co.) and designed to provide 
classroom teachers with some de- 
gree of protection against sur- 
prise proceedings which are 
called to revoke their credentials. 
The Petris bill requires timely 
notice be given to teachers Whose 
careers may be placed in jedpar- 
dy by charges challenging their 
competency to teach. 

Under the provisions of the 
Petris bill, a teacher facing loss 
of his certification must be 
served with a notice. of such 
pending action 30 days prior to 
such a hearing. Moreover any 
report submitted by a statewide 
professional organization pur- 
porting to offer evidence ¢dn- 
cerning specific charges of mis- 
behavior must be made available 
to the teacher in question at 
least 10 days prior to its submis- 
sion. 

Senator Petris stated ‘that, 
“The gravity of facing charges 
for unprofessional conduct or un- 
fitness for service requires that 
the accused be given adequate 
time to prepare his defense prior 
to the convening of the hearing.”
